.CEUSRED TO DEATH 


Engineer John á. W illhite Lost 
His Life. 


IS KILLED AT W ARSAW , 


Body Eetui ned Here and Funeral to 
Be Held at the Residence Mon- 
day Aitemoon. 


John A. W illhite, of No. 314 
ISast F fth Street, an engioeer on 
the C!>edalia, W arsaw Sc Southwest­ 
ern, was crushed to death at W a r­ 
saw Saturday, the accident hap­ 
pening about 
12 :35 p. m. 
En 
gineer Willhite liv ed for twenty- 
fiv e minutes, but was practically in 
an unconscious state and did not 
speak . 
Engineer Willhite and his fire- 
* man, H . C. M cCarty, were busy at 
leav ing time replacing a brok en 
pin in the frouck le of a drawhead 
on the eng.iie tender. 
The engine 
was pulled up about two feet from 
the train and left standing with 
the airbrak e set. 
The two men finished their work 
and 
Fireman 
M cCarty 
started 
towards the engine to get on. 
As 
he swung on the step he felt the 
engine mov e back , but he supposed 
that his companion had left when 
he did. 
Engineer W illhite did not mak e 
his appearance, 
so 
the fireman 
went back to the rear of the ten­ 
der. 
Títere he found M r. Willhite 
caught between the drawheads of 
the tender and a car. 
McCarty immediately climbed in 
the engine and pulled away from 
the train. 
H e then summoned aid 
and Mr. W illhite was placed on a 
cot in the station. Physicians were 
called, but could do nothing for 
the injured man and he died shortly 
afterward. 
The coroner of the county was 
called and 
v iewed the remains. 
H e decided that no inquest was 
necessary. 
The train was standing on a 
grade at W arsaw , and it is sup­ 
posed that a defect in the air brak e 
caused the hold of the brak e to be 
released and the engine then started 
back . 
The body of Mr. W illhite was 
placed on the train, and Fireman 
McCarty handled the throttle into 
tsedalia, arriv ing here at 5 p m., 
when the remains were tak en to 
the Hiilis undertak ing rooms. 
Deep wounds were shown on the 
right side of the abdomen and the 
left side of the back , it being ev i­ 
dent that Mr. W illhite was just 
starting to get from between the 
drawheads when he was caught. 
T he back bone was probably brok en. 
M r. Willhite was among the best 
k nown engineers on the Missouri 
Pacific system. 
H e entered the 
serv ice of the company in 1872, 
and but for a short time with the 
M ., K. & T ., he has been with the 
same road. 
Fiv e years ago, at the 
death of Engineer Minnier, he was 
assigned to the S., W . & S. W . 
Deceased was born in Kentuck y•» 
July 39, 1852, and mov ed with his 
family to Cole county, Mo., when 
a boy. 
He was married at Tipton 
Nov ember, 
1874, to Miss Louise 
Beck er, 
who surv iv es him. 
His 
mother, 
Mrs 
Elizabeth Dodson, 
resides at Centertown, and he has 
tw o brothers liv ing— George and 
Samuel Willhite 
Mr. Willhite was a member of 
the Brotherhood of 
Locomotiv e 
Engineers, the Knights of Pythias 
and the A. O. U. W ., under whose 
auspices the tuneral will be held. 
The funeral serv ices will be con-

Willi m F. Breig, which has been 
seen on the streets of this city, is a 
monument to the sk ill of Mr. Breig 
iti.d'tris brother, Bcnj imiu Breig,of 
Clinton. 
It was Dlanned and built by the 
Messrs. Breig, and could not be 
f-urpassed by one from a factory for 
speed and beauty. 
The machine, 
finished, 
would 
hav e 
a factory 
price of $1,500, tfiough its con­ 
struction did not cost that much. 
The work of building the ma­ 
chine was commenced April 15, 
and consumed three months. 
Mr. 
William Breig is a machinist at 
the Missouri Pacific shops, and his 
brother conducts a bicycle store at 
Clinton. 
The 
automobile 
was 
built at Clinton. 
But four parts were bought, 
fhose 
being a couple of 
small 
pumps, the gasoline tank and the 
rubber tires for the wheels. 
The motiv e power is steam, and 
the engine 
is rated at 6-horse 
power. 
The fuel is gasoline and 
the operation of the engine is ab­ 
solutely safe. 
Four persons can be comfortably 
seated, the automobile then hav ing 
the appearance of a trap. 
If but 
one seat is wanted, the rear one 
can be folded up and neatly cov ­ 
ered. 
The automobile is undoubtedly 
the speediest of those in Sedalia. 
It can attain a speed of one minute 
and twelv e seconds for one mile. 
It is also perfectly within the con­ 
trol of the person operating it, and 
can be stopped within twenty feet 
while going at a forty-mile rate. 
The steering apparatus, which was 
designed by the builders, is simple, 
and there is no posnibie way in 
which it can get out of order. 
The automobile is fitted with a 
20 inch boiler, hav ing 600 copper 
flues and rated at S-horse power. 
i he engine is rated at ¿ horse 
power. 
The gaFoline fuel tank is tested 
at 300 pounds’ cold water pressure 
and the boiler at 600 pounds. 
The machinery is on an iron 
frame and the body of the auto­ 
mobile can be remov ed by unscrew­ 
ing only six bolts. 
The gasoline tank will hold ten 
gillons, which will run the engine 
a distance of 100 miles at a cost of 
$i 70. 
The water tank has a capacity of 
thirty gallons, and has a syphon 
attachment by which it can be 
filled from a stream when on a 
country trip. 
The weight of the machine fully

It seems that the Republican state 
of Ohio maintains a similar system of 
inv estment. A letter from Hon. Lou'S 
D. Bonebrake, State Commissioner of 
Schools in that state, to Superintend­ 
ent Carrington, under date of March 
26 of the present year, says: 
“ The inv estment of the school funds 
in this state deriv ed from the sale of 
piiblic lands, has been conducted by 
depositing said money in the 
state 
treasury, this to constitute an 
irre­ 
tì licible state debt on which the state 
pays 6 per cent interest, and such in­ 
terest is distributed annually to the 
counties of the state for the benefit of 
school districts. 
This plan has 
giv en entire satisfaction and there has 
been no agitation in regard to chang­ 
ing the same.” 
The following extracts from a letter 
from Hon. Alfred 
Bayliss. Superin­ 
tendent of Schools, of the great state 
of Illinois, to Superintendent Carring­ 
ton, under same date, also says: 
‘‘In reply to yours of the 26th inst., 
I send you by express, prepaid, to-day, 
copies of the XIV. and XXIII. Bien­ 
nial Reports of this department. 
On 
page 120 to 143 of the XIV". Report 
you will find a sketch of the perma­ 
nent school tund of Illinois. 
On page 
24 of the XXIII. Biennial Report you 
will find a statement in regard to the 
permanent school fund. 
“ The 
school 
fund 
proper, 
the 
curplus rev enue, the college fund and 
the seminary fund amount to $1.165,- 
407.32. 
While the state is commoniy 
said to be out of debt, by its own 
laws, it is held for that sum, and it 
pays the interest on the same yearly, 
which amounts 
to $69,924.44. 
This 
$1,165.407.32 represents 
not a fund 
held by this state, but an amount of 
money w'hich the state has receiv ed 
in trust and used for its owm purposes 
and upon which it has pledged itself 
by public act to pay interest at i? te 
rate of» 6 per cent until it refunds the 
money. 
The act prov iding for such 
disposition of these funds 
was 
un­ 
doubtedly beneficent, for it has prob­ 
ably been the means of sav ing many 
losses which otherwise would hav e oc­ 
curred.” 
I also quote from the Buperintend- 
ent of Public Instruction for 
the 
state of Michigan, Hon. Delos Fall, 
in a letter to Superintendent Carring­ 
ton: 
“ In reply to your letter of March 26, 
will say that by the ordinance of 178 7 
the sixteenth 
section of each towm- 
ship was reserv ed and the proceeds of 
the sale of the same w^as to go to the 
primary school fund. Besides these 
lands the gov ernment also ceded to 
the state 
certain 
so-called swamp 
lands and other reserv ations for 
the 
same purpose. These lands hav e prac­ 
tically all been sold and the money 
has gone into the state treasury and 
been used by the state, but the state 
pays on about one-third of the sum 
7 per cent interest and bn the balance 
5 per cent.” 
Again, I quote 
from the letter of 
Hon, L. D.‘ Harv ey, 
Superintendent 
of Public Schools for the state of Wis­ 
consin: 
“ Your fav or of March 26 w'as re­ 
ceiv ed this morning. 
The matter to 
which you refer has nev er, I believ e, 
been the subject of any serious discus­ 
sion in this state. 
The certificates of 
indebtedness in Wisconsin amount to 
$1,563.700. 
It appears that this state 
bon’owed from the school funds v ery 
nearly this amount in 18 66, at the rate 
of 7 per cent per annum. 
This 
is 
practically the only permanent school 
fund in this ^tate and yields us each 
year $109,459. 
Although 
the 
state 
might now borrow this monpy or a 
large amount of it from these same 
trust funds at the rate of three and 
a half per cent per annum, no one of 
the state officers nor any member of 
the legislature has ev er brought 
the 
question up for discussion or legisla­ 
tiv e enactment.” 
It appears, therefore, from the let- 
tei's from which I hav e quoted that the 
Republican states of Ohio, Michigan 
and 
Illinois 
hav e deposited 
their 
school moneys in their state treasuries, 
and hav e used them for v arious pur­ 
poses. paying certain rates of interest 
on the moneys thus deposited for the 
maintenance of the schools. 
It also 
appears that the state of Wisconsin 
Inv ested her school moneys under the 
laws identical with those of Missouri. 
If. therefore, these latter-day leaders 
of the Repu4)lican party are eager to 
<ienounce the Democratic management 
of the school fund in this state, they 
must also denounce 
the

management of the school funds in 
the four great Republican states of 
Ohio, Michig-an.

ne forbidden by law in both State and 
nation.

Profes.sional lobby ing ha» become a 
positive menace to good government and 
the public welfai’e. 
The States and the 
nation are alike infested by « orpnized 
lobbies maintained by powerful interests, 
W'ho seek to (xmtrol the political and 


public affairs of the people. 
Ceaseless 
W'ar should be waged against this SVtl 
until it is thoroughly extirpated. Already 
the Democracy of Mssouri’, after m any 
battles, has driven the worst and m ost 
potent elements of the lobby operating in 
this State, into open alliance with the 
Republlcan.s of the State, but we pledge 
the Democratic party to an incessant and 
uncompromising w'ar uisin this evil until 
it is wholly uprooted and eradicated. 
We favor the municipal owrnership of 
public 
utilities 
w'hile 
recognizing 
the 
right and necessity of permitting the
